NvALlkb ukLUL’TY CONVENTION. 


'One, or both of the Belfast papers, and some 
individuals, have represented that there was 
some chicanery in felting «P the late anti-slave¬ 
ry convention in this place. Most of those who 
make these representation know, that they arf 
not true; though I know of no reason why “rant¬ 
ing aboUtonists” have not a right to meet to- 
. gether and invite others to meet with them, if 
they wish so to do. 

After the State Convention at-Winthrop, a 
desine was manifested by many in this county 
to have to ftttti-slavery convention. By a re¬ 
quest from such, 1 wrote a call, had it printed at 
the Journal, office, and sent a copy to nearly every 
Clergyman in the county. These calls were 
soon returned to mo, with the names of about 
twenty clergymen, and about fifty lay members 
of churches. I therefore thought that such a 
Convention would be sustained. Had it been de¬ 
signed strictly as an abolition convention, I should 
have called it somewhere else; for os there are 
not thirty abolitionists within ten miles of this 
place, I knew that it was not the best place to 
call a meeting for them exclusively, But there 
were many names on the call, of men who had 
never been known to act with us; and my hope 
was that we could unite in some course of ac¬ 
tion that would be acceptable to them. I there¬ 
fore, as the signers of the call had left it to me, 
fixed on the time and place, and presented the 
call to each of the clergymen here, all of whom, 
except one, signed it; ahd I also procured the 
names of a few members of the churches. I 
did not ask any who were known as abolition¬ 
ists to sign it, for I knew the prejudices against 
us. But as our brethreh in the ehurchcs had 
always been “ as much opposed to slavery as we 
are,'’ and yet have found no little fault with our 
coulse, I was anxious to get their names to the 
call. Was there ’any chicanery in this ? 

This call, with all the names, was printed on 
a large hand-bill ot the Journal office, and sent 
into every town in the county. It was also pub¬ 
lished, with all the names, in the Inquirer. In 
both the papers here it was published with the 
names of all the ministers; blit as I paid for it as 
aii advertisement, aiid so many names would 
make it very expensive, I took the liberty to 
leave off all the names of laymen. 

.Under this call the convention assembled. I 
have already said that my hopes in relation to it 
were not realized. Nine-tenths of those who 
were present at the organization were abolition¬ 
ists. But when the customary- .course of intro¬ 
ducing resolutions was opposed by a few, the 
majority yielded to them. Here was the mis¬ 
take. -We hoped that the meeting would be ■ 
profitable without reibluf ions, : but it was hot so. : 

It is said that, our resolves, if pressed, would, 
have been “ voted down iristanter.” And I .do 
not question that men enough could have been 
called together from this 'village to do it. But 
that would not have injured Us. ; The truth has 
been voted down a great .many, times in this wrorifi.- 1 
bqt it .still lives. A body of men opes 1 voted 
doton: the proposition that the earth revolves on 
its axis t and then voted down, the man 1 that ad¬ 
vocated such -aii idfra'; hut the earth- still re¬ 
volves as; of old, aiid; the names of .the old -as- 
tronomers will,not, soon be forgotten. They 
who vote down, the truth, ultimately vote them¬ 
selves down also; and they have not often, like 
the truth, the power to get up again. 

I should not have troubled you with this com¬ 
munication, had there nqt been some insinua¬ 
tions in this community . that some deception 
was practiced in calling the Convention, i have 
therefore .Simply stated the part which I took 
in it.

We demand the Abolition of the domestic slave trade, 
as far as it can be constitutionally readied ; but particu¬ 
larly on the high seas under the National Flag. 

And, generally, we demand from the Federal Govern¬ 
ment the exercise o f all, its constitutional power to re¬ 
lieve itself from the responsibility for Slavery. 

And yet one thing further must ho done :— 

The Slave Power must bo overturned ; so that the Fed¬ 
eral Government nmy he put openly, actively, and per¬ 
petually oirthc side of Freedom.

If the elective franchise fe, 
of the first importance, and if its free, intelligent 
exercise should be carefully guarded by morality 
and law, then certainly should the most con¬ 
venient lime for the consideration and discharge 
of those duties be allowed. Otherwise its real 
freedom is impaired. .

It was a produc¬ 
tion without heart, —.a tedious detail, frigid as 
an iceberg, ’ full of flaws, and almost rotten to 
the core. This was evinced from the cold and 
sleepy disposition of a great part of the audience; 

I but, in part recompense for the martyrdom of 
any man who stands up m this latitude to eulo¬ 
gise so iniqutious an institution and its concom¬ 
itants, we are glad he received, at the close, the 
stamps ancl clappings ,9f; a few of. Ms partisan 
friends.”

Besides this, all the labor, expense and im- , 
morality, of two generally excited political -cam¬ 
paigns must be borne once in four years, or one 
continued fo< several months against the public 
welfare, and with no relative benefit to any par¬ 
ty or -interest. 

By changing -the. time of our State elections 
and fixing them on the same day as that now 
permanently appointed for national elections, all 
this expense and inepnVeiiience would be avoid¬ 
ed; the people would have time to attend to 
their public duties and discharge them as they 
deem the public good to require; a greater num¬ 
ber would have the opportunity-, and "be'inore 
likely to go td the polls — an important objdct to' 
oiir political welfare, and all tMs advantage be 
secured without the least inconvenience, so for 
as we perceive, in any quarter. Why should 
not the people demand and enjoy it! 

The next legislature could refer this question 
td the people and effect the change before another 
presidential election.

A homely heading, to be sure; but as 
sure am I that it will strike home to the 
hearts of some of my readers; and as for 
the others, why, they have taken the hint 
already, and turned to a more dignified col¬ 
umn.

reasons why the study of Nature should not 
be neglected, and indeed enough why in the 
present state of knowledge, the study of Nat¬ 
ural science may be made the real foundation 
of all education. It is a peculiarity, with 
which I have often been struck, that nothing 
is done in the education of children to devel- 
ope their organs of sense, to teach them to 
make the best use, and a full use of their eyes 
and fingers; and, unless they show a disposi¬ 
tion for music, their power of distinguishing 
sounds, and appreciating harmony is never 
developed. As for an education of the organs 
1 of taste and smell, there is no care taken un¬ 
der any circumstances, to teach children to 
distinguish between the fragrance and taste 
of different substances. 

It is nevertheless obvious that much might 
be done in this respect. And without at¬ 
tempting too much at a time, let us for a mo¬ 
ment consider how much more might be done 
than is usually the case in the way of devel¬ 
oping the senses of seeing and feeling. 

Those who have been conversant wih the 
use of magnifying glasses, who from pro¬ 
fessional inducements have been led to nrac 
tise tbeir eyes and fingers, know how ini
